TUBERCULOSIS WAR. 

Interest in the anti-tuberculosis 
campaign now being waged through- 
out the United States is evidenced by 
the fact that in the year 1909, 163 
new anti-tuberculosis associations 
were formed, r 33 tuberculosis sana- 
toria and hospitals were established, 
and gx tuberculosis dipensaries were 
opened. Compared with previous 
years, this is the best record thus, 
far made in the fight against con- 
sumption in this country. 

During the year 1009, forty-three 
more associations for the prevention 
of tuberculosis were formed than 
during the previous twelve months, 
and sixty-two more hospitals and 
sanatoria were established. On 
January t, rgio, there were in the 
United States 394 auti-tubercul 
Associations, 386 hospitals and 
tuberculosis sanatoria, and 265 
special tuberculosis dispensaries. 

During the year that has passed, 
the sauatoria and hospitals of this 
country treated over 31 ,ooo patients, 
giving a total of near! 
hospital days' treatment. Of the 
000 patients treated, about one-half 
were discharged as impr. 
greater or less extent, and a large 
percentage of the incipient a 
were dii s cured. Alto- 

gether there are nearly .20,000 hos- 
pital beds provided in the entire 
United States for tubercul.- 
tients, or about one bed for eve^ 
patients. The 380 associations h 
60,000 members and are contributing 
close to a million, dollai - 
for the tight against tuberculi 
Thedis] s treated during the 

1 over 60,000 patient 
over 500,000 visits.

William F. Kelly, a graduate of 
the Hartford School for the Deaf of 
the class of 1882, died at hia domi- 
cile in Derby, Ot., on January 20th, 
at the age of forty three years. II" 
IimiI a peculiar careei,and was twice 
married and twice divorced. He 
was a skilled machinist, hut dar- 
ing his leisure studied chemistry 
through a eorrespotideree school, 
and several years ago secured 
his degree and diploma, bat 
never made piactical use of it, 
because the offers of positions came 
mainly from the west, while Mr. 
Kelly's parents lived in Derby, 
where the elder Mr. Kelly is Pr 
ilent and Treasurer of a large fac- 
tory. A number of the deaf were 
at, the funeral, among whom were 
Mr. and Mrs. Julius L. Rieger and 
wife, Moise Changnon and sister, 
Mary, and John Costa. 

Extracts from the Ana mia Senti- 
nel allow of some details of his 
death and the funeral : 

William Kelly was found death 
ia his bed, this morning, about 10:30 
o'clock, having died some time 
during last night. He had been in 
poor health for some time and had 
been in St. Raphael's Hospital, 
New Haven, for treatment until 
about h week ago, when he return- 
ed to Derby apparently better in 
health. He had not lieen as well 
for a day or two arid arrangements 
had been made to take him to the 
hospital again today. This morn- 
ing, his sister went to his room to 
awaken hi.n and found him dead. 
The medical examiner was ootid 

Dr. Beardsley being ill, Dr. 
Cooper was called from Aosonia, 
and gave the cause of death as pro- 
bably chronic lung trouble. The 
liody was removed to J. P. Col well's 
undertaking establishment and 
prepared for burial. 

Mr. Kelly was born in Ansonia 
and was forty-three years of age. 

The funeral of William F. Kelley 
was held at 9 o'clock from St. Mary's 
church. The funeral was largely 
attended. Many friends and rela- 
tives of the departed attended Ihe 
services at the church and many 
unpatiied the remains to Mt. St. 
■ r's cemetery, where interment 
took place.

The case of Mr. Thos. Dwyer, the deaf 
man whose deaf wife was killed in an 
autotnible accident on Detroit Avenue last 
summer has been advanced and will pro- 
bably come up in court on Monday, Janu- 
ary 24th. 

The Cleveland Association of the deaf, 
which numbers ninety-five members, was 
the direct result of this accident to Mrs. 
Dwyer, so the association is keenly inter- 
ested in the outcome of the case. The 
death of Mrs. Dwyer brought out clearly 
the need of just such a society among the 
two hundred and fifty deaf of Cleveland. 
Mr. and Mrs. Dwyer were well known 
to the deaf of the city and much 
sympathy was expressed for the old man 
who was unable to support himself after 
his wife's death owing to a partial para- 
lysis in both arms which made it difficult 
for him to care for himself. Mrs. Dwyer, 
it will be recalled, diet! at St. John's Hospi- 
tal atone immediately after the accident 
which happened on Monday. Her body 
lay in Saxton's undertaking rooms until 
Saturday when Mrs. Ktmer Bates succeeded 
in persuading the city to bury the body. 
The poor old man had been found all alone 
in his rooms on West 28th Street by Mrs. 
Bates, who had been wondering what was 
tieing done to care for him. After the 
funeral, Mr. Dwyer was admitted to the 
City Hospital and from there transferred 
to the Warrensvllle farm, where he has 
since remained. 

Totally deaf as he was, and writing with 
extreme difficulty owing to the paralysis of 
his arms, it has been a tedious waiting for 
the old man. He was appointed admins- 
trator and Mr. J. C. Logue, of the firm of 
Ingersoll and Logue, placed in charge of the 
case. After the inquest, at which Mr. Dwyer 
did not appear, suit was filed, but it was sup- 
posed that the case would not come up for 
over a year owing to the crowded docket. 
Through the efforts of Mr. Logue, the 
case was advanced. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Bates, who had 
been fbr ten years before her marriage a 
teacher in the State school for the deaf at 
Council Bluffs, la., was appointed to the po- 
sition of official interpreter for the deaf, 
which she consented to fill gratuitously. 
She immediately began to investigate the 
Conditions among the deaf of Cleveland. 
She discovered that,- although there were 
known to be at least 250 deaf here, they 
had never had a large general organization 
Iwoause ttiey had not been able to obtain a 
suitable place in which to meet. 

She immediately went to the Goodrich 
House, where, through the kindness of 
Mr. Chase, a large room was obtained. 
Al the first general meeting of the deaf 
called by Mrs. Bates, she was amazed to 
find that they filled this room to its utmost 
capacity and overflowed into the adjoining 
room. At the next meeting a larger room 
was given by Mr. Chase for the subsequent 
meetings of the association, which grew 
rapidly until it now numbers 95 signed 
members, all Cleveland deaf. Mrs. Ste- 
phen Buhrer was made its first honorary 
member, as it was through her urging that 
Hates undertook the organization of 
the Cleveland deaf. 

The Association has already filled a long 
felt want among the deaf and has been a 
source of much pleasure and profit to them. 
[t has its own Program Committee, Ways 
and Means Commute, Commitee, 

and all the ol nt working 

organization. 

Ilesides it regular meetings, it lias 
given a large picnic at which theie were 
150 present; a verv suer«»««fiil social serving 
Ut«lr own refreshments, assisted hy the 
Goodrich House facilities, ami their'lateat 
venture was a reading from " Ben Hur" in 
the sign-language, hy an out of town lec- 
turer, Mr. Win. H. /.orn, of Columbus, O. 
The Association's first annual election 
ers is to be held on the last Saturday 
of January at the Goodrich House. 

During the coming year the Association 
expects to arrange a program which will 
in some measure compensate for the many 
amusements, entertainments and lectures 
which hearing people enjoy, but of which 
the deaf must be deprived. 

Owing its beginning, as it knows, to the 
accident to Mr. Dwyer's wife, the Associa- 
tionof the' deaf has been keenly interested 
in the old man, and some of them will un- 
doubtedly try to get into the court room 
when the case comes up on Monda 

Mi. I lwyer already has been brought in 
from the Warrensvile farm by one of the 
members of the Association who volunteered 
to make the long trip out there after him 
and bring him in to his present address, 
IVtroit Avenue, explaining to him in 
the sign-lBiignage that his case is soon to 
come up in court. 

It is very rarely that a deaf man appears 
111 court, owing partly to the scarcity of 
interpieters who are able to understand the 
sign language. Owing to Mr. Dwyer's 
paralysis, his signs are crude and stiff, bat 
every effort will be made to see that he is 
understood by the court and the jury. 
The Association of the Deaf is back of 
the old man ami hopes to get him admitted 
to that haven of the aged deaf of Ohio — 
the Home for the Peaf, about 12 miles 
from Columbus. Once there lie will be 
kindly cared for the rest of his life. 

This home for the deaf is not a State 

institution in any sense, being supported 

' entirolv by funds contributed by the 

Alumni of the State School for the Deaf 

and their many friends 

These homes for the deaf are compara- 
tively a new idea and are being established 
as rapidly as possible in the different 
states. It is easy to see that an aged deaf 
person all alone in a home for aged hearing 
people would be in a state of pitiable 
isolation.

sat with them, rendering them such in- 
terpretations as they asked. 

Dwyer was questioned, and when it 
came to the question as to what hap- 
pened before he and his wife crossed the 
second track. Dwyer, confused, was un- 
able to give a correct answer to the point. 
Grief weakened his memory somewhat, 
aud the impression of the fatal accident 
was so great that his thoughts seemed to 
be centered on the same reply in spite of 
being asked the same question a number 
of times. Some of the deaf think that if 
he had been asked to show his act of 
crossing the street in pantomime he pro- 
bably would have given light to the 
question. The trial was continued Wed- 
nesday morning. Mr. Gates' attorney 
moved that the case be dropped on the 
ground that Dwyer's wife was negligent 
while crossing. Judge Ford made a 
speech as to equal rights of pedestrians, 
vehicles, and automobiles on the streets, 
aud gave instances of decisions made by 
other courts in similar cases. The judge 
said that txrth sides contributed to the 
accident by their negligence. He deeply 
expressed his sorrow for the unfortunate 
Dwyer aud instructed the jury to give a 
verdict for Mr. Gates, and although the 
case is lost it is hoped that Mr. Gates will 
assist Dwyer to get into the Home. As 
soon as arrangements are completed 
Dwver will be sent there.

About five miles from Plymouth, 
England, in the little town of 
Plympton, in 1723, on July 93d, a 
little boy was born. Thore were al- 
ready six children in the home of 
Samuel Reynolds, the clergyman 
and the Master of the Grammar 
School, bat the baby found a warm 
welcome. He was named Joshua 

The borne of Mr. Reynolds was in 
one of the most beautiful and 
picturesque sections of England, in 
a county noted for its beautiful 
green-clad hills, and its clear, swift- 
ly flowing trout streams. 

Joshua was fond of drawing, and 
made sketches of anyone or anything 
that interested him. Once, during 
a service in the church, he wished 
to make h picture of the minister. 
He had no paper bat he made a 
sketch of the queer little man on 
his thumb nails. As soon as he 
reached home he copied this and, a 
few days laler, he enlarged the 
sketch and painted it with common 
painis, such as are kept on board 
ships. He used a piece of an old 
sail for canvass. 

His father was interested in this 
clever sketch, although Mr. Rey- 
nolds did not think much of draw- 
ing. He wished Joshua to study 
pharmacy, and be a druggist. 
Painting seemed to Mr. Reynolds 
only a pastime to amuse one's self 
with. Joshua studied for a while 
as his father wished, but he did no' 
do very well and so his father wisely 
allowed the boy to study art. 

There were not many artists in 
I then, and none in the little 
village of Plympton. So Joshua's 
father took him to London, and ap- 
prenticed him to Mr. Hudson, a 
portrait painter. Joshua was to 
work with Mr. Hudson for four 
jears, but he stndied so hard and 
did his work so well, that by the 
time two years had slipped awav 
he could do better work than his 
master. So Mr. Hudson made an 
excuse and sent the boy away. 
Joshua Reynolds settled in Ply- 
mouth, near his old home. II.- 
paiiit<*d a good many portraits of 
nore important people of the 
county, and made many friends 
among the nobility. Mr. Samuel 
Reynolds was now quite proud of 
his son Joshua, and much interest- 
ed in his work. He was glad to 
have him near, and often came 
over to Plymouth to see wiiat his 
son was painting. Mr. Samuel 
Reynolds died in 1746, and Joshua 
rented a house and invited two of 
his unmarried sisters to live tbi 
and keep house for him. 

Joshua Reynolds had longed to 
travel, h I not afford to, so 

when, about three years later, one 
of his old friends, Admiral Keppel, 
wished him to go with him ou his 
ship for a cruise in the V 
ranean, the artist was delighted. 

At one of the places where they- 
landed, when riding on a very spirit- 
horse, Reynolds was thrown 
Jown a steep bank. His head was 
cnt so badly that the scars always 
remained.

When 
Reynolds returned to England after 
bis trip, he settled in Loudon He

tween times, when not working on 
a portrait, he often painted fancy 
subjects. Once he brought In from 
the street a ragged little boy, for 
a model. He could not paint him

When the artist was ready for the 
boy he noticed how graceful the 
child was and sketched him. The 
boy stirred, and changed his posi- 
tion, and the artist quickly sketch 
ed him again. Fiom these sketches 
he painted "The Babe* in the 
Wood." 

The artist, received the order of 
knighthood from the king, George 
III, and afterwards was always 
known as Sir Joshua Reynolds. 
He was a hard worker, and a rapid 
one. It is claimed that he painted 
betweeu two and three thousand pic- 
tures. He is unsurpassed in the 
painting of faces. lie had the 
happy faculty of seeing the best side 
of everyone. There is a charm about 
his portraits. They seem cal yet

'I'be 4>lnlliiu<l<-l memorial. 



It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Dctif-Mutes. The present Chnreh 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
Of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his naire has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf- mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Ths 
amount required for •• The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about (30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
